ON THE SOVIET ARCTIC IN THE PD/l AREA 


A. Organisation 

1« The Special Service Organizations Section In the Organizations 
and Management Branch (S/OH) of the Services Division, ORR, is 
engaged exclusively in research on the Soviet Arctic. Its mission 
is to follow and report upon all activities within the Soviet Arctic 

area. 

2. In addition, the activities of the following units include a 
substantial amount of work on the Soviet Arctic: 

a. ORR. The Transportation Branch, Services Division (S/TR), 
in covering Sovbloc transport, devotes a considerable portion 
of its efforts to research on the development of transport 
^scllibies and logistic support of military and economic 
activities in the Soviet Arctic. 

The USSR Branch, Geography Division (D/GG/s), has the 
general mission to produce regional and systematic geographic 
intelligence reports, geographic studies in support of 
operational objectives, research services, and mapping 
Intelligence on the USSR in support of CIA and other IAC 
programs. Included in its activities are the production of 
specific geographic Intelligence reports on current develop- 
ments in the Soviet Arctic as well as Soviet intentions and 
capabilities in this area 0 

The Soviet Mapping Intelligence Staff, Geography (D/OG/X), 
is responsible for intelligence on Soviet foreign and domestic 
surveying and mapping activities. Within this broad responsi- 
bility special emphasis is given to Soviet Arctic work (1) 
because of the importance of Soviet efforts to establish 
geodetic as well as mapping and charting connections between 
Eurasia and North America, and (2) because the unique 
characteristics of the basin and the polar ice pack as well 
as its potential utility for launching attacks on North 
America require that its geodetic and charting aspects be 
studied. 

k* £§i* Th® Geophysics Branch, Fundamental Sciences 
Division (GP/FSD), has the general mission to conduct all- 
source research and surveillance of information and intelli- 
gence on all aspects of foreign work in the various fields of 
geophysics; to develop proposals relating to systems and tech- 
niques for the collection and collation of information and 
intelligence relating to this assigned mission; and to 
provide intelligence support in the fields of geophysics for 
the AD/SI and for other office* and agencies in the assigned 
fields. Since a large proportion of the Soviet research 
in the Arctic region is of a geophysical, nature, a substantial 
portion of the efforts of this Branch is in this direction. 


The Medicine Division (MD) has the general mission to 
conduct research and surveillance of information and intelli- 
gence concerning foreign human medicine and allied sciences 
including the human medical aspect of biological, chemical, 
and atomic warfare; to develop proposals for collection and to 
provide intelligence support. It applies this mission also 
to the Arctic area including such special problems as nutrition, 
special disease problems, psychological effects of Arctic 
environment and personnel operation problems., 

3. There are numerous other units in ORR, OSI, and 0CI which deal 
with Soviet Arctic matters within the framework of their missions if 
and when this appears opportune *
